A. THE US APPRECIATES THE VERY SIGNIFICANT CONTRIBU- 
TION IRAN HAS MADE TO IFAD. IRAN. WE RECOGNIZE, HAS 
PLAYED A CENTRAL ROLE IN IFAD SINCE ITS CONCEPTION AND HAS 
WORKED TIRELESSLY TOWARDS ACHIEVING AN ADEQUATE LEVEL OF 
RESOURCES FOR THE INSTITUTION. 
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B. WE RECOGNIZE THAT AS THE LARGEST CONTRIBUTOR AMONG 
THE OPEC COUNTRIES IRAN HAS A PARTICULARLY PROMINENT ROLE
